But Doc Talc Nevaquaya still 
plased his flute, one of the few 
remaining Comanche Indians to 
know the art 
an art doomed by 
the superstition of the Comanches 
and the dawning of a new age 
Nevaquaya said that the cedar 
flute was developed in the early 
19th century, near Cyril and Het- 
cher by a man named "Big Song " 
“ Big Song lived in sorrow and 
tragedv," he explained. "H is four 
children had died and he dreaded 
life One night he had a dream; the 
Spirit talked to him and told him 
to sec the beauty in life 
“The Spirit told him about the 
flute and how it could change 
sorrow to beauty.

like the Spirit described He began 
experimenting with woods and fi­ 
nally used red cedar And when he 
felt sorrowful, he would to out by 
himself and play it

He knows of only

" It was also used as a war signal 
and there were special songs to 
celebrate seasons of the year, such 
as early autumn and late spring 
“Sometimes 1 sit on a hillside 
by a lake near my home and just 
play 
it myself," 
he explained 
"W hen I sit there and play. 1 can 
visualt/e how a winter cam p look­ 
ed or what a warrior looked like as 
he rode into the sunset 
.." 
Every cedar flute is different 
and no two sound alike, Ncv- 
aquaya said. He designed his own 
and a friend built it for him It 
looks something like a hollowed 
out tree branch and is played by 
placing the lips at one end and the 
fingers atop the holes cut into the 
barrel 
Nevaquaya has recorded an al 
hum of cedar flute music and 
played at several events, including
